Circus Men Say. 


The story of the training of 


animals will never grow old. One 
reason for this is, according to 
men in charge of the horses and 
ponies with the C. A. C. circus, 
that very few animals are trained 
in the same way. 


One mistaken idea in the break- 


ing of horses aid dogs is that 
they are taken as young as pos- 
sible in order to begin their train- 
ing before they have formed any 
habits. 
This, it seems, is all 


wrong. The dogs and especially 
the horses are not trained until 
they have what is called 
their 


"senses." 
They have

;.The first work in the ring is 
with the lead rope, which is at- 
tached to the horse's bridle and 
by which they are led around and 
around the ring.
